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MOLDED PLASTIC TOKENS 


Previous articles have dealt with tokens made by a heat impression pro- 
cess. But as many of you know there were several series with raised 
letters made with molds, rather than slightly incuse leacends. The le- 
agends for the molded tokens were the same color as the token plastic 
unlike those made by the heat-impression method. All had raised rims 
inlike the others. So far there is no evidence that the english-lan- 
guage molded tokens were used in Puerto Rico and that the Spanish-lan- 
guage pieces were used anywhere else. Please note that the photograph 
quality in some cases is not hich, so that illustrations may be some- 
what dim. 


ENGLISH-LANGUAGE TOKENS 
Personalized Plastics Company 
1. Raised Reverse, Flat Obverse (RRFO) 


While not uncommon this token type was used to a considerably lesser 
degree than the LLSN and SLSN heat-impression types (see July 1981 
issue of the newsletter for details of these). The obverse was made by 
the standard heat-impression method like the former two. They were 
more expensive, but the liklihood of wear in the lecend was much less 
due to the protection afforded by the raised rim. Tokens were uni form- 
ly 29mm in diameter with a 2mm thick rim and were slightly flexible with 
a satin finish. The plastic color/denomination combinations were the 
same as the LLSN and SLSN varieties, that is 1¢-hlack, 5¢-oreen, 10¢- 
blue, 25¢-red and 50¢-pink. However One example of a S50¢-qold speci- 
men has been examined from RCCKY'S/DRIVE IN/GROCERY in Sequin, Texas. 
The reverse legend is the standard one, that is:

The numeral "1" is 6mm tall with serifs. The "¢" is 5mm tall and the 
crossbar bisects the "c". The numeral is in a faintly outlined 15.5mm 
circle which seems to be the result of an interchanceable section of 
the token mold. Apparently the numeral section could be interchanged 
with other numerals. Few of these reverses have been seen in which the 
numeral position is normal to that of the wording. A fertile field for 
future study will be the many varieties of rotated reverse numerals.

2. Raised Reverse, Raised Obverse (RRRO

Similar in every respect to the RRFO is this type, except that the ob- 
verse is raised as well. There is no coloring of the leaend. RRRO 
tokens were used even less than the obove. Rumor has it that minimum 
orders for this type had to be in the thousands. Both RRFO and RRRO 
were probably made in the 1976-79 period. RRRO color/denomination com- 
binations appear to be standard, although a white 1¢ token has been 


examined. 


Malo Plastics, Inc. 


An FSC token maker new to most readers has recently been identified by 
L. Glen Parham, Jr., of Atlanta, Georgia. In his search for more and 
new tokens he came upon the Ingles Markets of North Carolina and lear- 
ned that at least the MALO-I below was made by the company mentioned. 
An address given for 1977 was 35045 Automation Drive, Mt. Clemens MI 
48043 with a phone number of (313) 792-6200. Hopefully more can he 
learned about this company and readers rear to the 1977 plant are en- 
couraged to make contact and obtain more information about their pro- 
duction of FSC pieces.

This company's tokens seem to be less known than those of PPCo, but 

were apparently contemporary with them. Like the RRRO all legend is 
raised and uncolored. They are uniformly 27mm in diameter with a 1.5mm 
thick rim. They are slightly flexible, but brittle with a satin finish. 
The common reverse legend seems to be: 


FOOD STAMP CREDIT/ (n.0.v.)¢/ TOKEN 


The numeral "1" is 7mm tall and sans-serif. The "¢" is 7mm tall and its 
crossbar does not bisSect the "c". Like the RRFO and RRRO the numeral is 
in a faint circle, 16.5mm in diameter. The circle is sometimes raised 
and sometimes depressed, sometimes smooth or pebbled. Like the others 
there seems to be an interchangeable denomination mold, but unlike 

the PPCo series the dies do not seem to be rotated at all. Color/de- 
nomination combinations known so far are 1¢-light oray, 5¢-dark red, 
10¢-medium blue and 25¢-yellow. Fifty-cent denomination tokens have 

not yet been examined.

Tokens of this variety seem to he of the same diameter as Malo-I, both 
sides with raised, uncolored legends. Unlike No. I they are inflexible 
and brittle. Specimens examined include a 1¢ and 5¢ with a satin finish 
and 10¢, 25¢ and 50¢ pieces with a glossy finish. The reverse leqend 
reads the same as those from PPCo. The numeral "1" is 7.5mm tall, sans- 
serif and the "¢" is only 5mm tall. Its line does not bisect the "c". 
The zeros seem to be more square than the other varieties. The faint 
circle on the reverse is sometimes plain, sometimes pebbled. Color/ 
denomination combinations known are l1¢-black, 5¢-qreen, 10¢-blue, 25¢- 


red and 50¢ mottled brown.

This variety is similar in most respects to Malo-II. The 1¢ token I 
have observed is flexible with a satin finish and the 10¢, 25¢, and 50¢ 
pieces are inflexible and glossy. The reverse legend is the same as 
that of PPCo. The "1" is 7.5mm tall, sans-serif, and the “é" is 7mm 
tall. Zeros are more oval than those of Malo-II. Color/denomination 
combinations are l¢-off-white, 5¢- (not examined), 10¢-blue, 25¢-red 
and 50¢ pink.

This style of token was probably used only in Puerto Rico and was pro- 
bably made there. The tokens are usually 29mm in diameter and 2mm 
thick, although a 31mm diameter 10¢ token has been examined. The to- 
kens are extremely flexible and virtually unbreakable. They have a 
semi-gloss finish. The reverse legend is similar to the PPCo "Alimen- 
tos" tokens as follows: 


PROGRAMA DE ALIMENTOS/ (n.o.v.)¢/ PARA ALIMENTOS AUTORIZADOS 


The numeral "1" is 9mm tall and the "¢" is 12.5mm tall with the line 
bisecting the "c". There are two varieties of the 50¢ tokens known: 
a) the “5" "ts 9 -5mmctall andtthe “¢% 1sel2c5mm: tal le andeb)) +5.) ts 
5.5mm tall and the "¢" is 6.5mm tall. Color/denomination combinations 
known are 1¢- (not seen), 5¢-pale green, 10¢-pale blue, 25¢-yellow, 
50¢(a)-black and 50¢(b)-gold. Out of 1000 Puerto Rico tokens surveyed 
there were only seven of this type in all denominations.
